before the horns get larger than a 
quarter-dollar at the base. 
You can burn the horn tissue 
to stop further growth or cut away 
the horn-producing tissue. 
An electric dehorner or hot iron 
is probably safest for calves less 
than three months old, says J. D. 
Burke, extension dairy specialist 
at the University of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. The dehorner 
looks like a soldering iron except 
that the heating unit is designed 
to fit around the horn. Apply like 
a branding iron, and burn a quar­ 
ter-inch circle around the base 
of the horn to a cherry-red color. 
The electric dehorner destroys 
the skin tissue from which the 
horn develops. This method avoids 
problems of infection and bleeding 
that result from the use of other 
methods. Calves feel little or no 
shock and return to the feed box 
as if nothing had happened. 


You can get similar results with 
horn paints or caustic potash, but 
they must be applied before the 
calf is three weeks old.

Recently I have had several re­ 
quests to close the season on 
deer in Parker County, but since 
the publication of this notice I 
have heard from

more people who were opposed 
to a closed season on deer than 
who were in favor of it. As in 
the past, it has been impossible 
for me to hear from very many 
people on either side, and my 
conclusion is that I will not try 
to have any change made in our 
present law.

which I mentioned previously in 
this column have been passed by 
both the House and the Senate. 
One of these bills requires a min­ 
imum of $300,OOO in cash before 
a company can be organized to 
do all lines of casualty, fire and 
automobile insurance. 
Compan­ 
ies now in operation will have IO 
years in which to meet these de­ 
mands. This law applies to stock 
companies, mutuals, Lloyds, re­ 
ciprocals and county mutuals. A 
great deal of trouble in the past 
has been with county mutual in­ 
surance 
companies. 
Many 
of 
them have gone broke in recent 
years because Texas did not have 
adequate laws covering these so­ 
called companies. Consequently, 
in this bill there is a provision 
repealing the present law that 
allows county mutuals to be or­ 
ganized in Texas. This bill also 
rewrote almost all of the fire and 
casualty law as regards the fi­ 
nancial requirements and regu­ 
lation of all kinds of casualty 


The other bill of major impor­ 
tance, House Bill No. IO, was 
passed by the Senate on the 13th 
of this month. This law changes 
the authority to examine insur­ 
ance companies from one person 
to a three-man Board action. It 
has been the feeling that one 
man had too much authority and 
responsibility and that the law 
should be changed to give a 
three-man Board authority to act 
on such important matters as is­ 
suing charters and conducting 
examinations of insurance com­ 
panies. 


Another insurance bill of which 
I am the author is House Bill 
237. 
This bill increases the li­ 
cense fee of life insurance agents 
from the present requirement of 
$2.00 per year to $5.00 per year 
and sets up a new $2.00 annual 
payment 
for 
appointment 
of 
agents to be paid by the life in­ 
surance companies. 
It is esti­ 
mated that this bill will raise ap- 


and this money will be used for 
payment of salaries and expenses 
of the Agents Licencing and En­ 
forcement Division of the Board 
of Insurance Commissioners. 


I have also introduced House 
Bill So. 638 which applies to 
statewide mutual companies. A 
I Aw previously passed prohibited 
the formation of any such com­ 
panies in Texas. Under a loosely 
worded section of the Insurance 
Code state-wide mutual assess­ 
ment companies that write non­ 
cancellable, guaranteed lifetime 
renewable, accident, health and 
hospitalization policies are per­ 
mitted to cancel any or all poli­ 
cies 
wherein 
this 
assessment 
company changes its charter to a 
stock company. Only one of the 
52 companies 
in 
existence in 
Texas has changed its charter to 
that of a stock company, and it 
was only recently that an elderly 
man in my legislative district 
had his “non-cancellable” policy ^ 
cancelled. Due to the lateness of eminent. 


cult to secure the final passage 
of this bill. 
I feel that this Legislature, by 
the passage of the first two bills 
mentioned in this article, has 
done a major job of correcting 
the inequities that existed in our 
casualty insurance laws. 
Then' 
are many changes that still need 
to be made, but it is very diffi 
cult to get this and all of our 
other tasks done in 120 days. 
As a member of the House 
Senate 
Conference 
Committee, 
we are now engaged in the final 
writing of the appropriation bill 
which provides for state expendi­ 
tures for the next two years. 
This bill contains over 400 legal 
size pages and we are in the 
process of combing through it 
line by line. I feel that the IO 
members of this Committee are 
very 
seriously concerned with 
holding expenditures at a mini­ 
mum and yet providing for the 
necessary expenses of State gov-

WOOL ON LAMBS 
AND YEARLINGS 
IN ON PROCRAM 


Producers and others who own 
unsheared lambs and yearlings at 
least 30 days before slaughter 
are entitled to participate in the 
wool incentive payment program, 
advises G. A. Collier, Chairman 
of the Wise Agricultural Stabi­ 
lization and Conservation Com­ 
mittee. 
To be eligible for payment, 
Chairman C. A. Collier explains, 
the lambs or yearlings must have 
been fed or pastured in the Con­ 
tinental United States or its ter­ 
ritories or possessions, they must 
have full pelts or, if sheared, a 
one and one-half inch growth of 
wool at the time of sale for 
slaughter or when slaughtered, 
the 
must have been slaughtered 
within the April I, 1955-March 
31, 1956 marketing year, and the 
applicant must have owned the 
lambs at least 30 days. 
The 
producer or 
feeder 
of 
lambs and yearlings should see 
that he gets from the slaughterer 
the information needed to fill out 
the application for payment. The 
information needed, Chairman (I. 
A. Collier advises, includes name 
and address of seller, date sale 
was made, number of lambs and 
yearlings sold for slaughter. Al­ 
so needed is a certification that 
the lambs and yearlings were 
purchased for slaughter, whether 
or not they had ever been shorn, 
that the purchaser will not re­ 
quest any payment under the 
1954 Act in connection with the 
lambs or yearlings or any wool 
shorn from them, name and ad­ 
dress of purchaser, and signature 
of purchaser or agent. 
If sales are made through com­ 
mission finns or dealers regis­ 
tered 
under 
the 
Packer 
and 
Stockyards Aet such firms and 
dealers are authorized to include 
the 
required 
certifications 
in 
their sales documents provided 
arrangements are made with the 
slaughterer to use the informa­ 
tion on the scale ticket as the 
basis for such certification.
